“dangerous” slaves were penned up 
at night. There were windows, but 
they were very small and could not 
be reached from the floor. 
The slaves hated one man besides 
the master. That was the overseer 
of steward. He was usually a slave 
himself; but he was picked out so 
he could drive his fellows to 
the 
hardest kind of labor. Often he used 
a whip. All this he did to gain favor 
with the master.

day to he freed from slavery.

the hope that he would flee before 
his condition could be noted.

Thousand Island Dressing.—Put 
into a small fruit Jar one-half cup­ 
ful of olive oil, the juice of half 
a lemon and half an orange, a tea­ 
spoonful of onion juice, one-fourth 
teaspoonful each of cayenne pep­ 
per and snit and teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire 
sauce, 
one-fourth 
teaspoonful of mustard, three sprigs 
of parsley, chopped fine. 
Put on 
the rubber and cover and shake 
vigorously. 
Green pepper chopped 
may he added, and some enjoy the 
acid slightly softened by the addi­ 
tion of a teaspoonful of powdered 
sugar. 
Barbecue of Porterhouse.—Have 
a cut of porterhouse cut about 
three and one-half Inches'thick and 
containing a good piece of tender­ 
loin. 
Trim into shape, removing 
most of tho fat and skewering it 
into shape. 
Mix two tablespoon­ 
fuls of dry mustard with one tea­ 
spoonful each of salt and white 
pepper with a little cayenne, add 
to 
these four tablespoonfuls 
of 
creamed butter and rub the mixture 
well into the meat on both sides 
and edges. 
Place on a grate over 
a pan and set under the gas flame. 
Have two tablespoonfuls of olive 
oil mixed with one teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce and brush the 
steak every five minutes with this 
mixture, reducing the heat after 
the surface of the steak Is seared.

The individual citizen may be dis-j 
satisfied or disappointed, or perhaps 
simply indifferent as to his part in J 
the general plan of our political sys­ 
tem," Mr. Hadley WTites, “but what­ 
ever may be his attitude, it is upon 
the realization of his powers and the 
performance of his duties that the I 
security of our government must de- 
pend. 
The strength of our institu­ 
tions must be measured by the man­ 
ner in which the individual citizen 1 
performs his duty to tho state. 
I 
make these statements in full real-; 
lzation that our system of govern­ 
ment is ungoing a vigorous, though 
sometimes an insidious, attack 
by ! 
those who deny the correctness in 
theory and the success in practice of 
our 
representative 
democracy. 
I n 1 
the many reactions which we have 
suffered since the war which was to 
make the w’orld safe for democracy, I 
there is none more surprising than i 
the doubt that has come 
into 
the j 
minds of many thoughtful peoples as! 
to whether democracy is or can be 
a safe and effective form of govern-1 
ment for the w’orld.” 
To many citizens, Mr. Hadley as-1 
serts, comes a sense of inability to 
influence government. 
“They come to feel that it does not 
make any difference whether they 
vote at the primary and election." he 
continues, “as there are 
powerful 
but invisible influences in control of 
official affairs which will, after ail, 
be unaffected by anything they may 
do or say. 
“The facts show that there is un-; 
questionably 
a dangerously 
larg e. 
number of people who do feel this ; 
way about their civic duties; and 
w’hen w’e consider the number entl-! 
tied to vote who do not vote at the 
primary or election, the problem of 
the indifferent citizen is by no means 
an unimportant one. 
In the last na­ 
tional election there were more than 
54,000.000 people entitled to 
vote, I 
while only a few more than 26,000.-! 
OOO. or less than one-half those 
of I 
voting age, cast a ballot." 
Mr. Hadley declared that appre­ 
ciation of the resp o n sib ly of voting 
in the primary elections increases 
the probability of truly 
representa­ 
tive government. 
A factor which contributes to pop­ 
ular Indifference to the right of fran­ 
chise, Mr. H adley asserts is the er­ 
roneous belief that public officials 
are of a “low ordtr of ability and 
integrity." 
“That we have b a l and have now 
Incompetency and dishonesty in tho 
public service," Mr. Hadley 
confin­ 
es, “is of course true." 
Twenty years of public service In 
municipal, conn*" and state 
office, 
however, he adds, has led him to be­ 
leve that such conditions are

for two or three weeks. The follow­ 
ing year the best of tire plants may 
be selected and transplanted into a 
permanent bed two feet apart 
in 
row’s four feet apart. 
The check in 
transplanting is slight as compared 
with the nursery rots w*hich .neces­ 
sarily are some time 
out 
of 
the 
ground in a nursery before they are 
sold. 
Careful growers often wait until 
the seedlings develop to flowering 
age and then select only those plants 
which do not bear flowers Ao avoid 
the berried plants which are apt to 
scatter 
their 
seeds 
through 
the 
agency of birds all over the place. 
In digging the seedlings a spade 
should be used as even when quite 
small they send their roots dow n to j w'h ” 
an unusual depth, ria n t the crowns 
fully as deep under the surface as 
they are when the plants are dug. It 
will do no harm to set them a little 
deeper to allow for the settling 
of 
the soil. A bed should bear in three 
vears from seed.
